MURDER CASE 


"4 SS See > e 
fhe Brobeck-Hanson Case Begins To- 
day and Will Occupy Some 


Time 


Red Deer Alta., Jan. 30.—(Special to 
the Bulletin)—The supreme court which 
opens here today will try the Brobeck- 
Hanson murder case which, judging 
from the number of witnesses being 
gathered in the town and the array of 
legal talent wili occupy all the time of 
the court’s session here. 

Brobeck is charged with having mur- 
dered Hans Peter Hanson for some 
money that he is supposed to have had 
in his possession at the time, a matter 
of about $209. 

According to the story Brobeck and 
Hanson both lived in the country to 
the east of Red Deer and one day last 
summer they left town for their homes 
together. Hanson had some money in 
his possessicn of which Brobeck was 
undoubtedly aware, and they had a 
bottle of whiskey between them. 
Nothing is known from that» time until 
a later date when Hanson was found 
with the back of his head shot in, ap- 
parently by a shot gun. Brobeck was 
arrested and charged with the crime, 
and the Crown is reported to have a 
strong case against him. Twenty-five 
or thirty witnesses will be called, in- 
cluding Dr. Charlton, the Government 
bacteriologist for Saskatchewan, who 
made an examination and analysis of 
what is alleged to be blood stains 
found on Brobeck’s overalis. 

The case will be tried before Judge 
Harvey, C. deW. Macdonald, assisted 


by D. H. McKinnon, prosecuting and 
J. D. Hyndman, of Bowen, Dawson, 
Kennedy & Hyndman, prosecuting.

Such charges however may 
sometimes be rashly made in the stress 
of excitement and the lack of detailed 
information and the finding of the Ad- 
miralty court will be awaited with an 


interest by no means confined to the 
relatives of the lost and the mercantile 
interests concerned. The investigation 
of the Court should be of the most 
rigid and thorough character. Such in- 
vestigation is due the travelling pub- 
lic, the bereaved relatives, the own- 
ers of the vessel, the memory of the 
captain and officers who perished with 
the ship and to those members of the 
crew who are among the survivors. 
To the public, and particularly to the 
bereaved ones is due the melancholy 
knowledge of the real cause of the 
disaster, to the owners of the Val- 
encia the credit or censure of the con- 
dition of the vessel and her emergen- 
cy appliances, while the names of the 
Captain and his officers should not 
‘rest under acloud if the charge of

IMMIGRATION PROSPECTS 


Winnipeg Free Press: Hon. Frank 
Oliver, Minister of the Interior, ar- 
rived in the city at 2 p.m. on Saturday 
and continued his journey west in the 
evening. During his brief stay in the 
city Mr. Oliver was kept exceedingly 
busy, being interviewed by a a 


number cf Winnipeg people, interesi- 
ed in the various branches of the work | 
of the department. The proximity of 
; the annual session of Parliament leads 
'to a very large increase in the num- 
| ber of matters coming up for consid- 
eration, and to these the minister de- 
voied himself up to the time of de- 
parture of his train. 

“The movement of immigrants fo 
Canada will begin within a few 
weeks,” he said to a representative of 
the Free Press, ‘“‘and will be in flood 
tide a little later. 
ers and lines of railway will be taxed 
to their utmost capacity to handle the 
business offering and many thousands 
will be added to the population of the | 
wesiern provinces. 
ing of the provinces for the year 1905 
and the expectations of great activity 
in connection with the building of new 
lines of railway and the extension of 
existing lines cannot fail to arouse 
deep interest in the lands of the north- 
west, with the result that large num- 
bers of men will move westward and 
jarge sums of money will be invested 
in the country. The organization of 
the provinces of Saskatchewan and Al-| 
berta and the establishment of the local 
governments will also prove an im- 
portant factor in attracting the atten- 
tion of the best class of people. 

“It is reported that there is to be} 
an act introduced into parliament at 
the coming session restricting immi- 
gration more closely than hitherto,” 
| suggested the reporter. 

“T am not aware that such is the 
case,’ said Mr. “T have not 
learned of any proposal having been 
made to restrict the frea entry of 
| outsiders to Canada. There are pro- 
visions in the present law, exc uding | 
the undesirable classes, and during the 
| year 1905 this law was enforced more 
etrictly than in previous years. This 
strict enforcement will be continued 
permanently, the object of the Gov- 
ernment of Canada being to prevent 
the flooding of the country by large 
numbers of these classes who might 
| become a public charge and a_ detri- 
ment to the best interests of the Do- 
minion. We have found that this plan 
| las not lessened the aumbers of 
sirable sciilers, entering ihe west, on 
| the contrary it has had a most bene-| 
| ficial and satisfactory effect and has 
stimulated the movement of the best 
class of citizens to the country. The 
general policy of fhe government in 
dealing with immigration matters re- 
mains unchanged, and the same meth- 
ods and plans which have been used

Packers Claim Supply Has Been Short 
and Raisers Claim Prices Have 


Been Low | 


— et 


Ottawa, Jan 30—Investigations by the 
Live Stock branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture have shown 
that for some months past tne supply 
of bacon hogs in Canada has been fall- 
ing off. Even before the order was 
issued debarring packers from import- 
ing United States hogs to be slaugh- 
tered in bond, difficulty was experi- 
enced by Canadian packers in procuring 
sufficient hogs. The amount of the 
shortage during the summer and fall 
is indicated by the fact that packers 
claim to have been able to secure only 


from 30 to 50 per cent of the capacity 


of their factories. 
Hog raisers on the other hand, claim 


that the production is considerably 


nearer the normal than would appear 
from the statements of the packers. 
jIt is, they say, partly an increase in 
| the packing house capacity rather than 
a decrease in hog raising. In some of 
the dairying sections the supplies are 
reported to be very little below the 
norma!, while in other sections the 
shortage is placed at about 20 to 25 per 
cent. 
Enquiries as to the cause of the 
shortage brought from packers and prc- 
ducers a variety of replies. The pack- 
ers claim that for the past three years 
years or more the competition between 
buyers of hogs has been so keen that 
top prices have been paid continuously 
and that these prices have been high 
enough to give a profit to the pro- 
ducer. They glaim therefore, to be at 
ia loss to understand why there is 
a shortage at this time. Speaking from 
}the standpoint of the producer, well 
informed authorities claim that the 
price has not been as uniformly high 
jas it should have been. At times of 
the year when packers anticipated hea- 
| vy runs, prices dropped to a _ point 
where there was no profit left to the 
feeder. This, they claim, took place 
last season when sows would be bred 
for the supplies of the fall just past, 
and as coarse grains were high and 
labor scarce at that time, many brood 
sows were sent to the market. 
Again it is argued that the major- 
ity of packers have,not encouraged the 
production of hogs of the bacon type 
|and weight. For anumber of years 
improvement in the hog stock of the 
country made satisfactory progress, but 
during the past season at least, the

It 
is possible for such companies in per- 
iods of prosperity or ‘‘boom’’ times to 
make rapid profits. But it is equally 
possible, should a “boom” burst or a 
time of depression come, to find these 
unable to pay their depositors without 
relying on a bank discount—not al- 
ways available-if financial pressure 
exists. 

Lastly we havecompanies, too numer- 
ous unfortunately, who take money 
from thousands of people all over the 
Dominion on what are called instal- 
ment terminating shares, accumulating 
shares and so-called permanent shares. 
They, have, or rather had at first be- 
fore a statute forbade it, power to can- 
cel shares and appropriate the money 
money paid in, power to fine their 
members to defer payment at their 
own sweet will. Of such are the York 
County Loan Company, whose pitfalls 
for the unwary and the greedy find il- 
lustrated today. Its depositors may get 
66 cents on the dollar, or they may get 
40 ‘but they are not likely to get 100.
